SEATTLE, Feb, 19—The “Diamond racket" has wo!ked again in 
Seattle, Two men have left the eity hurriedly for California, some $16,000 
clinking in their pockets or drawing interest in their bank accounts 

Several Seattle merchants and several Seattle pawnbraxers are watch- 
ing the deep blue sparkle of the diamonds they bought turn into a dull 
yellow glow. The stones they bought or took as security were diamonds 
but they were of little value, They had been skilfully paliled blue on the 
botlom so that they sparkled like an expensive gem. But the blue wears off 
soon, then the diamonds appear in their rea) light, a dull yellow 

Complaints have been made to the police but they came too late 
Swindlers had fled, It is even rumored that one “gold braid” in the de part- 
ment ls holding some of the diamonds at a loss of about $1500 

The “diamond merchants” worked a fast game, They arrived in 
Seattle just before Christmas. Sometimes they worked together, Some- 
times they had women aiding them 

One plan they used was lo go to & money lender 
who just had a big cargo hijacked. They would present the diamonds as 
security and ask for @ loan so they could go north for another cargo, The 
lender would seek an appraisal of the stones rhe swindlers had thet:
